“Ballard View’? Condo Land May 


Be Hazardous Waste Site 


Director of Public Health, Everett 
Penney, Tuesday night told the Andover 
Zoning Board of Appeals that he believes 
the site of the proposed “Ballard View 
Condominiums”’ affordable housing de- 
velopment may be contaminated with 
hazardous waste. 

“T think the project should be denied,” 
Penney. commented, adding the land is 
better addressed now as a ‘“‘potential 
hazardous waste site.”’ It was in early 
July that Penney was first informed the 
site had been found to have contami- 
nated. groundwater, although the devel- 
oper contends such contamination is at a 
very low, safe level. 

Penney also asked why, after Gold- 
berg-Zoino had done a preliminary re- 
port, the developer changed firms and 
had LE.P. complete land testing and 
analysis. Further question arose in Pen- 
ney’s mind when the developer refused 
to release that first Goldberg-Zoino re- 
port. Ifthe I.E.P. report incorporates the 
Goldberg-Zoino data, asked Penney, why 
won't they release it? ‘“We have been un- 
successful in obtaining most of that re-

port,” he stated. 

According to Atty. Neil Glick, rep- 
resenting the developer, the land is not 
owned by the developer and neither is 
the report. The land is apparently owned 
by the mother of developers Steven and 
James Feinberg. According to the devel- 
oper, Mrs. Feinberg’s attorneys have 
told her ‘“‘not to give out drafts (like 
Goldberg-Zoino)...They’ll be used 
against you.”’ 

Penney also cited a problem with rub- 
ber particles emanating from the adja- 
cent Eastern Products rubber plant, 
owned by the developers’ brothers. Glick 
commented that a study of the rubber 
shredding operation is ‘‘the.cleanest re- 
port you could ever imagine. Rubber is 
not a contaminant.” In response, Penney 
contended the rubber report “did not 
even begin to address” many of the is- 
sues, and ‘“‘those kinds of things were 
whitewashed in the presentation.” 

The public health director summed up 
the concerns he believes need addressing 
as ground waier contamination, sewage 
discharge problems (cited by the DPW), 


the continued discharge from Eastern 
Products and drainage issues. 

For all the above reasons, Penney has 
gone to the Massachusetts Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency (MEPA) for a rul- 
ing on whether or not a full 
environmental impact report is nec- 
essary “‘to guarantee safety.’’ A re- 
sponse is expected from MEPA later this 
week. 

The Department of Environmental 
Quality and Engineering has also been 
informed of possible problems, but Pen- 
ney contends that even if these two agen- 
cies choose not to pursue the issues, his 
department will. 


When Chairman Wesley Whitney 
asked kow long it would take for an envi- 
romental assessment to be done, as di- 
rected in the Mass General Laws, 
Penney answered it could take months. 
Whitney then asked if it would be appro- 
priate for the board to render a decision 
on the proposal and then let responsible

Occasionally, during 
the night when there is 
no attendant on duty, 
someone will donate 
goods which may be 
vandalized, stolen or 
ruined by weather. At 
these times, well in- 
tended donations be- 
come liabilities. 

Good will must send 
out a special truck to 
remove the damaged 
goods and then must 
pay a contractor to dis- 
pose of them. Each dol- 
lar wasted in this 
manner is one less dol- 
lar available for Good- 
will rehabilitation and 
job training programs.

Central Business District parking study to the selectmen Monday 
night, and Nancy Jeton of the planning staff urged the town to adopt 
the report’s recommendations ‘‘as quickly as possible.” The resolu- 
tions listed in the study, if adopted, would cost Andover between 
$409,025 and $559,025. 

The parking survey, conducted by consultant Vanasse/Hangen 
during December, 1986, estimated that 92 percent of the 2809 down- 
town parking spaces are filled between noon and 1 p.m. each day. 
When the occupancy rate exceeds 90 percent, Jeton said, ‘‘you’re 
getting into the danger zone. You really don’t have enough spaces.” 

The most serious problem appears to be parking for downtown 
employees, Jeton commented. ‘It’s tough for downtown workers 
who must either feed meters or play ‘beat the chalk man.’”” 

The study’s findings show a shortage of 118 long-term parking 
spaces in the downtown area. This leads to a host of other problems, 
Jeton said, such as overflow street parking in residential neighbor- 
hoods 


To combat this, the report recommended the town purchase the 
vacant lot at 33-35 Elm St. as a parking lot for downtown employees. 
This would create 52 parking spaces, Jeton told the board. Land 
acquistion and site preparation costs to the town would be between 
$254,000 and $404,000. 

Another solution advocated by the planners would be sticker park- 


ing for Andover employees, which would discourage all-day parking

Educational TV, before air time

The average American, says one survey, 
spends seven hours a day in front of the tube. 
Chris Moore is spending about seven hours a 
day this summer with a TV too, but he’s not 
just watching it—he’s helping put the shows on 
it. 

The 17-year-old Soon-to-be senior at Andover 
High School is assistant station manager of 
Andover Television Center, which airs on Heri- 
tage Communications Inc. Channel 12. Much of 
ATC’s seven-hour programming week is pro- 
duced, directed and sometimes even acted by 
Andover High School students. 

ATC has highlighted the high school’s ju- 
nior/senior prom and concerts in the Park, as 
well as shown programs on everything from 
the history of Nicaragua to learning disabled 
children to special educational programs used 
in Andover schools. 

“Tt’s helping them learn what they want to 
learn,’’ said Karen Hayden, local access direc- 
tor for Heritage. Hayden spends half her time 
at ATC and the rest at Merrimack College, 
working with adults who want to learn more 
about television. 

Who’s easier to teach—the adults or the 
teenagers? 

“It depends on their level, how much they 
already know,” she said. “But the kids tend to 
pick things up faster because they’re still in a 
learning mode. 

“It’s not the management of the equipment 
that’s important,” Hayden continued, ‘‘but 
how to concept a good TV show. Some people 
have it; some don’t.”’ 

Moore’s been involved with ATC for three 
years and said he’s considering making a ca- 
reer out of telecommunications. 

“Since freshman year, I’ve been looking into 
different things, and I’ve always been inter- 
ested in this,’ he said, gesturing around ATC’s 
control room. ‘‘Now it’s time to start looking 
into colleges. I’ve been looking into commu- 
nications schools.”’ 

Videographer Craig Durling, who will be a 
junior in the fall, learned his job ‘from 
scratch.”

“It looks good on applications (to colleges),”’ 
he said. And he’s honing a lot of skills that may 
prove useful later on. 

“You have to be a manager, but creative at 
the same time,” he said. ‘‘And you have to 
have a lot of patience.” 

He said learning to use a formidable-looking 
array of monitors and cameras and little red 
and yellow buttons wasn’t hard. 

“T learned most of it from hands-on experi- 
ence,” he said. “It’s not too much different 
from consumer stuff.’’ 

The students get guidance from TV services 
coordinator Maureen Lindsay, who just fin- 
ished her first year at the studio.

The report and study on Andover parking un- 
dertaken by the planning board and a special 
commission appointed by the selectmen shuld be 
well received. 

It is throrough and incisive and the continued 
efforts of the special commission to look into the 
ongoing problem of providing sufficient parking 
facilities in the downtown Andover area is to be 
applauded. 

Parking has been and apparently will continue 
to be a definite problem in Andover, and any ef- 
fort to address the matter and provide some solu- 
tion is welcome.

For some unknown psychological reason, thoe 
who visit the downtown Andover area to shop, 
want to park principally in front of the store 
where they will be making their principal pur- 
chase or purchases, discounting the thought of 
maybe visiting other stores in the area. 

These same people will go to a shopping mall, 
park considerable distance from their principal 
destination and find no fault with the inccnve- 
nience. 

_~ The placing of meters back in the main shop- 


ping area, would seem to defeat the purpose of 
having open parking available to Andover shop- 
ping residents and visitors. 

For the most part, it would seem that parking 
is available in the business district. 

Surveys done by consultants show that parking 
areas in the downtown area are heavily utilized, 
but along Main street and some of the side streets 
where one or two-hour free parking is available, 
there always seem to be a few spaces open. 

It might not be directly in front of the store one 
intends to visit, but it’s not that far away. 

Clerks and store owners, while finding parking 
a difficult problem to deal with personally, do not 
seem to be ‘hogging’ free parking areas in the 
business district. 

They are as conscious as everyone that busi- 
ness is produced as long as customer conve- 
nience is maintained. 

The reinstitution of parking maters in the main 
business streets, therefore, would seem to pro- 
duce that inconvenience, one that the business 
community, as good Andover neighbors and citi- 
zens don’t need to contend with. 

Increased fines, stricter enforcement with its 
incumbent revenue producing effects may all be 
good suggestions to provide more control over 
the town’s parking problems. 

But, it is strongly suggested that a little more 
thought be given to the matter of reinstalling 
those coin-gulping monsters in the business dis- 
trict. The current convenience should be main- 
tained.

Rather 
than being obstructionist, every member of the 
committee has dedicated much personal time to 
these issues in an effort to build housing that

service under the proposal, commenting that 
water would generally be adequate, but sewer 
wouldn’t be. According to McQuade, an existing 
siphon between Ballardvale and the Shawsheen 
River would not be able to handle the amount of 
sewage incurred by the 139-unit development. 
Replacement would cost well over $100,000 and 
“would be charged to the developer, said 
McQuade when asked. 

Whitney directed McQuade to meet with the 
developer to address and hopefully solve 
potential problems. 

Dermott Kelly, president of the DJK 
Associates traffic study firm, presented the 
results of a traffic study of the proposal area. 
According to Kelly more than 7,000 car trips 
pass through the area daily—where capacity 
and conditions can only technically handle 2,000 
trips per day. 

Kelly concluded that if certain actions were 
not taken, there could be further traffic 
problems. Kelly first cited the fact that portions 
of Dale St. are not the required width. At some 
points the road narrows to 20 feet, about 4 feet 
short of the requirement. With parking on both 
sides, Kelly believes emergency traffic and two- 
way traffic may be constricted. 

Kelly also commented there will be sight 
distance problems on Dale St., where vegetation 
should be cut back and better lighting provided. 
Also suggested were signs and signals in the 
area to eradicate the possibility of future “F- 
level” service in the area. This would be caused 
by traffic increases resulting from _ the 
development, other planned development in the 
area, and a general 14 percent traffic increase 
in the coming years. 

After a traffic light was suggested by Kelly, 
June Blake, asked whether it would be erected 
right away or would it “take a lot of time.” 

Whitney answered bluntly, ‘‘My guess is that 
it would take a lot of time.” 

Glick repeatedly addressed the same 
questious to Kelly, who eventually commented 
that he had already answered—and would not 
repeat himself again. 

Thayer Warshaw, 45 Clark Road, stood in 
protest of Glick’s ‘“‘badgering the man’ and 
trying to cover up ‘‘all these other factors.”’ 

After four hours of debate, Whitney continued 
the hearing to September 22, in the hopes of 
having some of the discrepencies addressed by 
that point in time.

An area in which many older 
kitchens are deficient is in the 
number of electrical outlets with 
sufficient power-handling capaci 
ty.

by commuters in the district. “One goal we have is to get commut- 
ers banned from downtown areas,” Jeton stated. 

Short-term parking is less of a problem, the report found, with a 
surplus of 226 spaces downtown. However, Jeton pointed out, short- 
term parking is “abused” because of inadequate enforcement of 
regulations. ‘One problem we found in the study is uneven enforce- 
ment,” she stressed. ‘‘People are aware of where they can park 
(illegally) and ro away with it.” 

The report found a parking regulation compliance of 97 percent on 
a strict patrled portion of Main St., but only about 50 percent 
near the Old Town Hall. More enforcement personnel and higher 
fines for parking violations are needed to correct this, Jeton said. 

The town should also consider placing parking meters on the 
streets again, the planner added. ‘‘This will be unpopular,” she 
noted, ‘‘but it is necessary to make the improved parking system 
work.” 

Other suggestions made by the parking study include restriping 
the Old Andover Village parking lot to create 27 additional spaces, at 
a cost to the town of $2500. Some short-term spaces should be con- 
vers to long-term spaces, Jeton said, to ‘create a better balance”’ 
ty) 

Michael Houghton, planning board chairman, emphasized the stu- 
dy is “just a snapshot of the current situation,” and its findings 
should be acted on by the town by the next Town Mecting, or else 
“those opposed to implementing it could say correctly that the study 
is out of date.” 

The selectmen were largely supportive of the report, though 
Chairman Gerald Silverman questioned Jeton’s comment that the 
parking system could pay for itself in four years. 

Selectman Charles Wesson said the study was the most compre- 
hensive of its type he had seen. ‘‘In the past, each time we would do 
a little bit, but we didn’t seem to solve the (parking) problem.” 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony commented he was ‘“‘pleased’’ by 
the depth of the report, and said he would assign the newly-formed 
parking committee to review the study. The committee will report 
its findings back to the selectmen by January 1, so that the board 
may present its policy on downtown parking to the spring Town 
Meeting. 

Joyce Witover, a member of the parking committee and a down- 
town employee, spoke at length regarding the dilemma she and 
many other Andover workers face. She said the lack of long-term 
parking results in all-day parking in short-term spaces, and, quite 
often, parking tickets. 

‘“‘Somebody’s got to address this issue,” Witover remarked, ‘“‘I 
can’t keep giving you people $30 a week.” 

The ten-member committee, appointed for one year by the select- 
men Monday, will “‘deal with a total parking package,”’ Silverman 
said. “‘Their work will include downtown parking, and also the com- 
muter parking situation outside of the downtown area.” 

In other business, the board approved a transfer of control for 
Andover’s cable television license. Heritage Communications, Inc., 
will now operate the cable TV system, taking over from Heritage 
Cablevision. 

The change stems from a corporate merger between Heritage 
Cablevision and Telecommunications, Inc., designed to head off an 
unfriendly takeover of Heritage by a Texas-based group. Robert 
Carr, General Manager of the local cable system, said Telecommu- 
nications ‘“‘was our white knight” saving the smaller firm from be- 
ing bought out against their will. 

Carr said the transfer of control will not affect the quality of And- 
over’s cable television service. 

New England Telephone has promised to complete its unfinished 
business, including work along Haverhill St. and River Road, before 
going forth with new projects in town. 

‘‘New England Telephone has had problems with some of their 
projects,” Mahony stated, ‘‘and we’re-holding up their work on other 
streets until they are completed.”

Emerson Not Interested In

If Emerson College’s proposed move to 
Lawrence falls through, the Boston 
school will not relocate elsewhere in the 
Merrimack Valley. 

Emerson officials said this week the 
107-year old communications college is 
no longer interested in purchasing the 86- 
acre Champy/Shetland properties in 
Andover as an alternative campus loca- 
tion. The site was earmarked for affor- 
dable housing at Andover’s April Town 
Meeting. 

School representatives had met in July 
with Tom Rousell, attorney for Champy 
owner Steven DeCrosta, who purchased 
the parcel for $3 million last December. 
DeCrosta has since declared bankrupt- 
cy. 
One Emerson official said ‘‘there is no 
other site in the Valley suitable’’ for the 
proposed campus. Another school ad- 
ministrator commented, ‘‘(Emerson 
President Allen) Koenig is not interested 
in the Andover land any more.” 

Koenig caused a stir last week when he 
issued a letter of ultimatum to Lawrence 
Mayor Kevin J. Sullivan that said the 
college will abandon its plans to move to 
the city unless an out-of-court settlement 
is reached by Sept. 21 with the four own- 
ers of land slated for Emerson under

Lawrence’s Riverfront Park Urban Re- 
newal project. 

A lawsuit by the four landowners— 
Lawrence Lodge of Elks, developer Har- 
old Brooks, Ryder Truck Rental and 
Wilfred Cyr Trust— against the city will 
not be decided until October at the ear- 
liest, and the appeal process would take 
at least another six months. 

The four plaintiffs, along with the And- 
over Business Park, sued the city after 
claiming their rights had been violated 
by the proposed Riverfront Park project. 
They argued further that the eminent do- 
main process, defined as the taking of 
private land for public use, was illegal in 
a situation involving a private college. 
Andover Business Park reached a nego- 
tiated settlement with the city last 
month. 

Emerson spokesman William Harrold 
said the college ‘‘just doesn’t have the 
time or the money” to wait out the liti- 
gation process. Harrold termed Koenig’s 
letter as ‘‘a last big push” to try and 
make the Lawrence plan work. ‘‘We’re 
running out of time,’’ he commented, 
“‘we have to settle out of court or we 
can’t stay in the game.” 

Koenig’s letter to Sullivan said if set- 
tlements are not reached within a month,

“TI shall recommena to our board of 
trustees that we no longer pursue the 
Lavrence option and that we relocate 
elsewhere.” 

The college president also criticized 
Urban Renewal Project Manager Ed- 
ward Logue as not having done enough to 
ensure the plan’s success. This provoked 
sharp response from Logue, who called 
Koenig “childish, petulant, ignorant,” 
and his letter ‘‘self-serving.’’ Logue was 
hired by the city to oversee the land-tak- 
ing process for the proposed Emerson 


campus. 

Should the college pull out of Law- 
rence, it will also ‘‘gradually” withdraw 
trom its other educational initiatives in 
the Merrimack Valley. Brendan Dona- 
hue of Emerson’s Lawrence office said 
‘“‘we’re not going to be a fly-by-night or- 
ganization, shutting down without warn- 
ing.”’ 

If the city does not meet Koenig’s 
deadline for settlement, Donahue added, 
‘‘we will withdraw from community in- 
volvement in a classy, tasteful way.’’ 
Emerson is currently involved in local 
efforts such as the Andover/Lawrence 
Collaborative School project, and the 
school offers a variety of continuing edu- 
cation programs in Lawrence.
